Gentlemen: 

I have the honor to submit the following report 
upon the heating and ventilating apparatus in the Art 
Building. 

X have made a careful inspection of the work 
and would recommend that the following changes be made in 
order to insure a satisfactory working apparatus. 

First. Beline the furnaces and repair the brick-work 

to boilers. 

Second. fasten the steam guajes on the heating 
boilers. 

Third. Connect to the system a return tank and pump 
for returning the condensation to boilers automatically; 
the boilers being set too near the level of the indirect 
radiators to insure a good circulation of ury steam. 

Fourth. Place an automatic reducing valve on the main 
heating pipe so that the engine can be run from the heating 
boilers and carry at the same time low pressure steam on 
the heating system. .is will ease with the use of 
the small boiler except in extreme cole, weather.

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Fifth. Lower and repack the thirteen stacks of in¬ 
direct radiators and increase the sise of the heating 
chambers. 

Sixth. Build a brick air chamber for the fan. 

Seventh. Enlarge the air ducts to about double their 
present cap&ci ty. 

Eighth. Increase si ?.e of air pipes to the direct 

radiators and place a 4 1-2* x 6 1-2“ floor register under 

■ 

each radiator 

Ninth. Connect the exhaust from engine with the heat- 
ing system so that the exhaust steam can be utilised in 
warming the building. 

Tenth. Continue the present exhaust pipe from engine 
to top of the chimney and place a galvanised iron condenser 
on same to be used when the steam, is not needed for heating 
purposes. The condenser to have a drip connection to 
sewer. 

Eleventh. Provide a steam tube, cleaner for the small 
boiler. 

Twelfth. Pack all the valves and. provide new automat- 
ie air valves for all the indirect radiators. 

Thirteenth. Repack the steam chest on engine.
